In 001:01)01’, 1921, the Sedalia Trust Gompany, 
whteh had anted as agent for the Missouri Centennial 
Exposition in disposing of memorial coins, advised 
this office that it was found impossible to dispose 
of the 50,800 pieces in half dollars which it .had 
undertaken to sell , and asSasd that the coins be 
received hack by the Mint, the balance on the hands 
of the bank being approximately 30,000 pieces. 

The Mint at Philadelphia has now on hand .29,.600 
of these pieces. Applicative being received by the 
Trust Company earned for specimens of the coins are 
being referred to the Mint at Philadelphia. 

The Mint cannot undertake to distribute special 
coins, and cannot be required to collect above face 
value for any coins distributed through the usual - 
channels, namely by orders di’awn by the Treasurer 
of the United States. 

As the number of these memorial coins sold by 
the Bank were, it is understood, Sold at .'1.00, it 
would appear to be undesirable that the coins now 
on hand at tne Mint, be sent into circulation at 
face value. As there is apparently still some de- 
macd ..or the coins, would it not be possible for your 
cofonittee to designate the number you wish to have 
twined for possible distribution, and name an agent, 
to handle such distribution for you.
